Among other things, 388,000 
pounds of chicken feathers will 
be purchaEWl by the Navy dur 
Ing the next fiscal year.

An ordinary citizen might 
jump to the conclusion that the 
feathers are for the use of the 
air corps, but such Is not the 
case. Stuffed into pillows, they 
will aid enlisted men and offic 
crs in getting a night's rest at 
shore stations and aboard ships. 

The statistics on the Navy's 
contemplated use bf feathers are 
contained in a report issued by 
Eleventh Naval District head 
quarters on proposed purchases 
of non-edible farm produce in 
the next fiscal year.

Many think of the Navy as 
primarily a consumer of edible 
farm products, but the figures 
show it will use tremendous 
quantities of materials In the 
non-edible classification ae well. 
For example, the Bureau of Sup­ 
plies and Accounts has estimat­ 
ed that It will purchase 5,520,-" 

iOOO pounds of clean wool, as 
compared to 4,569,000 In the 
current fiscal period.

Cotton growers will be called 
upon to supply the Navy 11,. 
200,000 pounds, as compared to 
9,400,000 pounds during this 
fiscal year. A total of 1,100,000 
pounds of steer hides, double 
the current amount, will be pur­ 
chased for leather and 6,840,000 
square feet of calf skin, also 
double the present quantity, will 
be used.

Purchases of sheepskins for 
 the current fiscal year will ag- 
.gregate 124,000 square feet and 
for the next period, 244,000.

Keeping the Navy't- facilities 
clean will require 112,800 pounds 
.'of broom corn, as against 82,000 
joundt: for this fiscal year.

Tires will be higher; gasoline 
and oil conservation IF necessary 
for National Defense.

Here are some tips offered by 
the Department of Motor Ve­ 
hicles to get more service out of 
your car at less cost:

Saving Gas: Avoid racing the 
engine in starting. Drive at 
moderate speeds. Avoid jumping 
away from traffic lights and 
synchronize speed with signals 
where there are a number In 
succession to avoid unnecessary 
stops.

Saving Tires: Keep air pres­ 
sure equalized by checking it at 
least once a week. Avoid sudden 
starts and stops. Slow down on 
curves and corners. Transfer 
front tires1 to diagonally oppo­ 
site rear wheels, and vice versa, 
every .few thousand miles.

Saving the Car: Keep the car 
In good running condition by 
proper adjustment of carburetor 
and frequent tune ups of elec­ 
trical units.

Change oil every 1,000 miles 
and check it frequently. Use a 
lighter oil in Winter than In 
Summer.

The most Important rule of 
all, says the Department is to 
avoid high speeds. Fait driving 
Is expensive because It burns up 
oil and tires faster and gives 
less efficient use of gasoline.
